(A ) Statu (fart* A * C):— The data here relate to 142 
town* with *n estimated population of 15,869 thousand*. 
Information about Bihar, Bombay and West Bengal oould 
not be included. The total number of town* is 
160 and their population is 30,810 thousand*. Thus 67% of 
th* total number of towns representing 62% of the total 
population is covered. The combers of births and deaths
